Aere preſent thee with the ſometime moſt pompous and ſplendid Glory 
of the whole world, The Temple of Solomon at Feruſalem : For 
proſpett, the moſt pleaſant ;, for foundation and walls, the ſtrongeſt ; 
for all its circomambient buildings, the moſt Magnificent ,, for coitly 
Ornaments, the richeſt; and for uts myſterious Rites, the moſt Sacred 
StrudFure that ever the Sun ſaw. It © commonly reported { as 1 remember) 
of Auſtin, That if he could have obtained the pitch of his wiſhes, he wonld 
gladly have ſeen Chriſt upon Earth, Paul in the Pulpit, and Rome in her 
Glory. 1 wonder he mentioned not a fourth, viz. The Temple in all its ho- 
Iy-day bravery, 1 mean, t the ſolemn Dedication thereof by King Solo- 
mon. 1» the Land-skip of this Treatiſe thou maiſt have a ſhort, and Ihope 
in ſome meaſnre, a true glance of its Royalty. Though formerly, as a Gen- 
ile, thou mighteſt not preſume to enter theſe Sacred walls : yet now, the par- 
Fition-wall being down, thou mayeſt draw near to the Holy of Holyes, without 
fear of Craſſus his doom, never to thrive after his irreverent and bold in- 
truſion, But before I lead thee ( Gaod Reader ) into the T emple 18 ſelf, give 
me leave to detein thee, while 1 diſcourſe of ſome few things in haſte, which 
are neceſſarily tobe premiſes to the following Work, Some matters, 1 confeſs, 
might have Gs handled more conciſely, and ſome conſequences might poſ- 
fibly have been wrapt up in a narrower compaſs. But conſidering that Obſcu- 
rity is the daughter of Brevity, and that the unproficiency of ſome Readers 
proceeds from the over-frequent uſe of terms of Art, and too compendious 
expreſsions : Ihave taken the counſel of Kilian, in the firſt Chapter of his 
TaRicks,not to involve the ſenſe in ob[cure and intricate words ; who blames 
moſt of the preceding Writers ;jn his kind,thus, | *Ervyyar 4 5; inG- ently, v7;

That they wrote, as if all men knew alrcady the things about which 
they compiled their Treatiſes: manifeſting by their dark terms ( wherein 
they laboured 10 be intricate ) that they intended not inſtruction, but often- 
tation. Tolet that paſs, The ſame Author promiſed yenuarTor JiamiTorny 
Types or Figures to Iilu#rate the matter, that the Eye might aſsiſt-the un- 
derſtanding : Soin this Treatiſe thou wils find ſome figures of the Temple in- 
terſerted, which though not fully ts my mind, yet may moderately ſerwe for 
the advaniement of the true and genine apprehenſion of its deſcription, as 
well xs to delight the pions fancy of the devout Reader. | 
The next thing | am to mention, is that form and figure of the Temple 
which i exhibited in the fifth part of the Apparatus preceding that late fa- 
mous Work of the many Languaged Bibles, 1 ſhould not for modefties ſake, 
and the great reſpet? I beare to ſuch noble Labours, whereby not onely our 
Country, but the very 4ge is honoured, have mentioned any thing of ths 
24ture: Had it no: openly exhibited the frame thereof different from what 
is bere produced, whereby the wery Body of this VYork at the firſs bluſh, 


would bave lain under diſlike in the Cenſure of every outzar eye.

Chapters, he doth plainly declare, that 
17,18, 19, every ſide of the ſquare walls of the outward Court, did contain 5C0, Reeds

longs, us co-extended with very near 31, of that meaſure,as may appear evi- 
dently by the 4.9. paze of this Treatiſe, beneath. But hat the Temple ſhould 
be near 31. ſurlongs in compaſs, is very incongruousand not imaginable, be- 
cavſethe whole mount Moriah ( whercon the Cemple was built ) fell vaſtly 
ſhort of this compaſs in the whole circuit thereof : there being ſpare $/oved 
left upon the mountain, beſides what was immured within facred walls, ac- 
cording 20 the general conſent of Temple-Writers. Nay, that which ampli- 
fies the incongruity, the Compaſs of the whole City it ſelfe , was but 33. fur- 
longs, 4s in the forecited place of 1his following Treatiſe, is undeniably pro« 
ved out of Joſephus, a perſon no doubt ſufficiently acquainted with Feru- 
ſalem, $0 that conſequently, if the Temple wall ſhowid be 31 furlongs in cir- 
cuit, according to expreſs meaſures mentioned in Ezckiels viſtons,then there 
will remain but two furlongs for all the lately Palaces and private buildings 
in the City,a thing apparent to every eye, how much it declines from the path 
7 truth. Nay the very Map of Jeruſalema gives in by Villalpandus himſelf, 
(euro convincing in.this matter, Wherefore Capeltus being much per- 
plexed with theſe meaſeres laid down in the Prophet, is over-liberal in his 
cenſure upon the ſacred Text it ſelfe, and expreſly affirms a corruption of the 
place. { Vitium omgino videtur , & pro 2'3Þp, legendum ras J There 
ſeems evidently ( ſayes he) a fault, and that we ought to ' read Cubits 
for Reeds. But this ftrange dealing with, and hard meaſure. muted out to 
haly Scripture, to make no leſs then four ſach groſs faults in four Verſes to- 
gether , 1 leave to the Fudgement of others, of what dangerous conſequence 
this will prove for learned perſons to exerciſe the acuteneſs of their fancies 
to tor ture, and wreſt the ſacred Writings, and to expel whole words to juſti. 
fie a private perſwaſion of their own, Wherefore being himelfe ſomewhat 
jealow it ſeems, how ſuch dealings would be reſented by ſober rus at laſt 
he fiyes ro a ſpiritual meaning of the place, that ſince the Temple limits in 
the ? rophutical deſcription do ſo wonderfully ſurpaſs the Circuit of the wery 
Mountain is ſelfe, ſurely it was to Typifie the Church of Chriſt, being the 
Goſpel-Temple, whoſt great enlargement was ſignified by that wiſion : 
which interpretation ſeems to be very ſolid, and may be farther evidenced by 
the portions ſet out by the ſame Prophet for the City of Feruſalem, for by

As to Timber, we read of three ſorts onely, Cedars and Firre in one 
place, and of Almug-trees in another : jome whereof were brought in ſhips 
from Ophir,to make Pillars in the Temple,as we tranſlate it:Bur concerning 
the ule thereof we ſhall find a more full diſcuſſion in the 2d Chapter, where 
we ſpeakof the Wellgate Shellecheth in the Outward Court, and of Solo- 
-on's (tately aicent to the houſe of the Lord; which was beautified and 
trenothened with Pillars or Rails of Almug-trees. Some whereof he uſed 
for the Harps and Plalceries of che Singers, The like of thele Trees trom 
Ophir were never (een before,nor ſince in the City Jeruſalem, Some quan- 
ticy of theſe kind of Trees,he received our of the Foreſt of Lebanon, 

Other chings he provided, as Purplz, ani Crimſon, and Blue, and fine 
Linnen,cogether with cunning Artifhcers ro weave them for the Vailes of 
the Temple and Veltments of the Prieſts, 

All cheſe materials being thus prepared to his hands, this mighty King 
undergoes the charge of all the Workmanſhip, and gathers a magnificenc 
Army of skilful and induſtrions perſons io manage the buſinels: which 
arole to a'{um of an hundred eighty three thouſand, and fix hundred men 
and one, Fourſcore thouland whereof were hewers in the Mountains : 
Threeicore and ten thouſand were bearers of burdens : and three thou- 
{ard three hundred Officers,as 'cis relatedin the Books of Kings - bur there 
were three thouſand, (ix hundred, as we read in Chronicles, Tololve it , 
Poſſihiy three hundred at a ſecond Review might be added to the number 
of Officers,tor the greater care of the bulineſs, There beihg fitty Head-Of- 
ficers,and at firit bur ewo hundred and fifry Olficers next inferionr ro them 
among three thouſand chree hundred; and after review , there werethree 
hundred added more : fo that then there were fifty ſupream-Officers, five 
hundred and fifty of the next rate and employment , and three thouſand 
und-r-Officers,vhich makes the full ſam of chree thouſand fix hundred. All 
which.with cheir/Workmen, were bur Rrangers in /ſrael, not Natives: or 
rather Grangzrs in bloud.chough neighbors 1n habication, being remnants 
of the Canaanites nor yet deſtroyed, their number being in full 153600, 
Beſides theſe, he emp.oyed thicty chouſand men of 1ſrae/ro work in Leba- 
or by courſes.ten thouſand in every moneth, and each third number reſted 
rwo moneths at home ; over whom;the King placed Adonirar as chief Of- 
ficer : which being joyned ro the former number of ſtravgers, makes upthe 
whole ſum ac firſt mentionedeven 183607, 

Moreover, we read of a vaſt number of men ſent ro him from his Father- 
in-Law Yafres,the King of Egypt: Solayes Eupolemws in Enſebims, who 
rec ites alſo a like vaſt number of the Tyr1a»s, Scriptnre mentions nothing

The Pavements. 


The Pavement of both Courts,with what Rones it was laid, is not clear, ' 
Thar chere was one in che great Courr,is very evident : For the Text layes, 
All che People bowed themſelves with rheir faces co the ground upen che 
Pavement,and worſhipped, who were not admitted intothe Inner-Courc, 
whereby ir's moſt probable,thar the PrieltsCourt was allo paved,becauſe of 
their various (ervices that did require it. It appears allo very probable,tbar 
the Prieſts Court was paved, by chat Relation of eAhaz his taking down 
the Brazen Sea fcom off the OQxen, and ſerting it upon the Stone-Paye- 
ment, Molt probably, in the \ame Caurt, «where ic (tood in its gallan- 
try. 2 King, 16.17.The tecond Temple had its Court laid with all manner 
of tones, when as the Riches of the Nation was nothing comparable to 
what it was in the dayes of Se/ozw0n : and therefore we may juſtly conceive, 
thar the firſt was far more tranſplendent in theſe Ornaments, 

Each Court was made plain and even with aſcents,by Reps,out of the firſt 
inco the ſecond,and our of that into the Temple Porch, Under the ſecond

Quadrangle. Bur if yon will not have Zoſephus to quarrel with himlelf, 
you muſt interpret bim of the Eaitern Porches onely,which it is clear,from 
other places of his Works that S-/omen built chem fully.But ifthe tormec 
expreſſion, in Scrip:ure,oi the Hewen-ſtones, and Cedar- Beam*, be meant 
of Porches,cthen farewel any niggard!y Expofitors, and let Solomon's Buil- 
dings be as large and ſumpruous as his Hearr: onely at the Eatterrend,we 
will deiineate double Porches.

Eaft end ; Whereas,tt he meavs by yvuris , that it had go Wall, no Court- 
room, though uneven, and no {ingl<-porche Buildings at all: bur chat the 
Weſt-end ot the covered Temple flood upon the Brink of the przcipi- 
cious Rock; we mult make Joſephs either a Lyar, or of a {lippery-memo- 
ry,or his preſent Book to be very corrupt, But, for my patt, I had rather 
excule it by a {lip of his Pen in this piace ot the Jewiſh Wars, where this 
Yvuris Fy 15 mentioned : Seeing in the Books of the Antiquities, where he 
doth of ier-purpole, handle the tamous As of the Kings of his Nation, he 
plainly tells us,Selomon porcht che Temp)e-Courts round abour; which 
we have proved in the (ſecond Chaprer at large, to have been in C:rcairs 
Templi, encompaſſing the covered Building, Now his Books of the Jewiſh 
Antiquities were written after the other ot their Wars; as he himſelf af. 
ſures us, Ant1g.l,l, cap.22. p.20.F, & lib, 13,cap.9. p. 443-F. Wherefore 
in this laſt wricten Book of his Antiquities, clcarly deicribing of Porches 
round abour, even built by King Se/omon, he doth tacitely retraRt his for- 
mer errour about the nakedneis of the Temple in his Jewiſh Wars; Where- 
fore I cannot but wonder at Kibera. and his Prolelyres, in this particular, 
rhat they ſhould lay the (ire!s of cheir opinion abour the deformiry of the 
Temple on theie two or three words;io often mentioned ; eſpecially (ecing 
he himſelt give+ Joſephus this dep! orable CharaCter | ſeze ita lubricas eſt, wt 

cum maxim? terere enm credas, elabatur | Riber,de Templ, |,1.c.28.He ſays, 

alittle betore, that he was a grave Hitiorian, and an Eye-witneſs, and yer 

preſently that he is ſuc a ſlippery fellow, that when you do moſt confide, 

in havivg attained the trve ieDie of his mind, He lips like an Eele through 

your fingers: Almoſt as bad as that Stigma impreſt ypop another Author, 

which I have heard of; He was a g00d Hiltorian,but that he wanted truth, 

To let paſs then the modern Opinions of ſore tew thatsſlip down the de- 

clivity after Ribera for want of Courts and Walls,as havipg no plain Foun- 

dation for their own ſtanoing, we ſhall proceed to a further view of this 

magnificent Temple ; havirg,we hopesclearly recovered its priſtine luſtre 

in the circcum-ambient Buildings, and gained moſt beautiful Porches,wirh 

fately Pillars round about both the Courts: Onely where there were 

Gates with their Buildings, and Chambers with cheic Treaſuries, 

That there were Treainries avd Chambers round abour in the Courts, is 
evident by King Davis's Pattern given to Solowen, which no doubt he ex- 
aQly followed, or elſe God would not have declared himſelf well pleaſed 
with his Offeripgs.

the molten Sea of Braſſe, a molt rare and adjyirable piece : caſt inthe 
clay ground between S#xc#th wytl Zrrthak, ihthelplains of Jordar, For 
che matter; it was of pure bright:Brafſe : For torm , Villa/pandw follow- 
ing Joſephus apprehends ic to have been hemilpericall : ſo doth Procoprus 
Gazexs 11 his notes upon the Kings, &/&- NN 2danwe & 20 iuopaels. To 
this agrees Tormellae in his annals, &c, which conjeRure they conceive to 
be favoured and countenanced by rhat expreſſion of Scripture which tells 
ns that it was round all about. Bur ſome more properly expound that ex- 
prefſion of the brim onely , whereas beneath ic might be fourſquare : be- 
cauſe we read of twelve Oxen on which ir relted: Every 3 Oxen faceing 
each ofthe four winds, and having their hinder parts inward, under each 
ſquare of the boctom of chis grear Veſſell, and thence Co conjeRure, that 
for three Cubirs high it was tourſquare , and for the 2 higheſt Cubics it was 
round. Petrxs Commeſtor in his Hift, Schelaſtica, hath yer anotber con- 
jeure about the externall form ofthis Veſſel in Keg. 4, 3.c. 18,212, That 
in its deſcent from thebrim, it was continually narrower by degrees to 
che very bottom : So that in its fardas a line of ren Cubirs would compaſs 
it about, Whence he learnt it, or how he can prove it, he doth nor men.

If either of theſe opinions ſhould prove true, then Yillalpanduu his infe.

Beſides, as to Villalpandzu, it ſeems that accordivy to his own hypothe= 
fis of a hemiſphzricall figure, he commirs a grofle paralogiſm in mulciply- 
ivg balf the circumference, thirty, by half che Diameter, ten, to find the 
Area: And chenthe Area, fo found, he multiplies by the third part of the 
Diamerer, all which he performs by ſemi-cubirs, which I ſhall manifeſt 
onelyas to the Area at preſent.

ani] Perſons in a more compleat and learned Method, Till which mnch- 
long'd for time, I ſhall beg a courreous interpretation,of my poor upwor - 
thy Traveis in the!e Curiohties, Wherein, I humbly conceive, ir would 
prove very impertivent,at preſent,to interlard this Diicourſe with any tar- 
ther cedious Di/quittion about the Form or outward Figure of rhis Veſlel 
now in our hands; reſerving its amplification to anotner Seaſon and Trea- 
tile about Mealurer,if che Lor:! permit the uſe of this Temporal Lite, and 
convenient Providences, to finilh (tome Thoughts noon theſe Subjects : 
which I thould very willingly rehgn into the hands of perlions of greater 
Ability and Leiture,rejoycing to ſee my felt prevented by (uch a TraQt, that 
might bring torth ſomething to the World, de novo, and might rend to the 
(arisfaction of diligevt Inquirers, and to the improvement of the Com- 
mon-Weaith of Larning, Ler ir ſuffice then ar preſent, char the inward 
capacity of every Laver, is diſtinAly expreſſed ro have contained tonrrty 
Bathes of liquid matter, and that every one of them had a diftinQ Baſis of 
its own,whereen it was fixed and placed 1n its proper order, 

The Sitnation of thele (o tamous Utenfils,confilting mainly of thoſe rw 
parts, the Bale and its Laver. or that sreac maflie piece of Bra's, ofa tonr- 
!quare Form, re{ting upon Wheels, and Under-Serters, and bearing thoſe 
(ately Ponds upon their proud Backs, were ordered, by God Himiell, in 
His Dire&ions to Se/29z:09x, to be on this wiſe. On the Noth tide of the 
Prieſts Courr,there were five of them ferled in a Row, and as many more 
upon the South,they being ren 1n number. 

The end or defigned ule of thele Sacred Veſſels was very con'tant, even 
for Daily Service, in tie Adminiſtration of Water to the Prieſts of that 
Splendid Temple, who were to waſh the {everal parts of the Burne-Offe- 
rings,an4 other the enjoyned Sacrificas,upon the declivingShelves of Braſs, 
betore deſcribed, wiereupon the ſeveral Spouts of the Lavers did run at

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pleaſure with clear and pure Water, according to the various occafions of 
the SanRuary, Having thus finiſhed the delineation of this Piecezin ſome 
meaſure,whkich we (ind ſo amply and tally ; and yet,as to our Tranſlation, 
ſointricately laid down in Scripture, we ſhall now wave aby further treat- 
ing upon this Point, and proceed to the other Ucenils in their proper 
place and order. 

Bur as for thele leſſer Veſſels, Ucenfils, Orvaments, Randing in, or laid 
up within the compaſs of this,or the orher Court,and the ſeveral Chambers 
of the Temple ; as the Desks and Mulick Books of the Singers, the King s 
Pillar, all che Veſtments of the Prieſts, the 120 Trumpets, the Slaughter- 
Knives,and all orher Urenſils about the Sacrifices ; the Inſtruments of Mu- 
fick;the Standards of all Meaſures, the Armory of all Weapons ; as Spears, 
Bucklers and Shields,&c, The Repoſicories for Wood, Salr, | ythes, Offe- 
rigs ; the Treaſury Chambers; the Water,or Well-Rooms ; the Lodgings 
of the,Prieſts and Levices, that attended on the Holy Service in the Tem- 
pleztheir Deſcription cannor be maniſeſted our of Scripture. Were we to 
deſcribe the Second Temple, we might be (upplyed by the learned induſtry 
of many Forreiners,both Jews and Chriſtians ; bur eſpecially of thoſe rwo 
learned Levires of our own Nation, Dr. Lightfoot, and Mr, Fuller; to whole 
oreat pains;the Common-wealch of Learning is deeply obliged : having gi- 
ven us better Deſcriptions ofthe Temple,then any High-Prieſt of the Jews 
ever did, Bur (ſeeing we mainly infitt upon the Delineation of Solomon's 
Temple, ler ic at preſent ſuffice, that the fore-mentioned things were ex- 
tantzand moſt exactly diſpoſed, though it hath not pleaſed the Holy Spiric 
ro tranſmit their accurate Deſcriptions to Polterity; while we,in the mean 
time,remain content ,not to be wiſe above what is written,

- Theſe Priefts, foriche moreeaſic carrying on of the Temple-Work,, were 
divided into 24 Conies by Zet,atcording eo rhisenfuing Table;inche days 
of Devid,by his Appointment, But thete Orders, as ro their Genealogical 
Swceeffion, having been much confounded fince that time, eſpecially undec 
the Captivity : poſſibly, the Prieſis of Nebemiab's Liſt might receive new

Bur one think more I 
have to ſay of Jeſephw, and that is, I am afraid he trades a little too deep,

Kedeſh, Bezer,and Ramoth- Gilead;and the reft,no doubrt,wete very fa- 
mons among the thouſands of /ſrael, Theſe 48 Cities had Suburbs aſſigned 
to them for their Catrel,and their Goods,and all their Beaſts, Here I (hall 
not paſs over in filence,the ConjeRure of Sir H,Spelman,in his larger Trakt 
about Tythes, Chap, 3, apprehending by the ſomewhac differing names of 
the Levitical Ciries mentioned in Chronicles, that they had 68 Cities in all, 
before their tran/migration into Babylon ; according to che increaſe of their 
Generations, Bur hereunto I ſhall onely obje& che Opinion of another 
Judicious and Learned Knight Sir #alter Raleigh ; who, by his citation of

might have in-cheir. own pature, a waxy apineſle to receive the impreflion 
oi-the amilicude and likeneſle of a Type upon chem yer mult not be fo 
accounted for (iatucs repreſenting Chiilty till chey have their ovyTianar, 
cheir dwo7iacrues orthe atualimprefion ligned and cfhgiared upon them, 
cill cheir potencial receptivity be invigorated and aRyuared by a divine 
hand, 

To which purpoſe we may obſerve, thar ſome things in nature have in 
chem ſome tolerable confignification of that thivg tor which they are delig- 
ned by Ged himſelf, As tor example, his glorious Majeity hath de fatto 
impoſed .a {ignification of a-juture event upon aſubjet, which did exi(t in 
natwe before that impoſition, and in ſome meaſure did and fill doth of 
ics own accord prognoliicate, what it is new deſigned unto by divine pre- 
Fription; which is no other then the Rain-boiv, a paryicduer, or apparition 
doubtlefſe in the ages before the flood. For Heathens, who poſſibly tad 
never ſeen the- writings of eſes, do: acquaint ns with this as a prog- 
noftick of rain. As for inftanpce Ar4tzs the. Poet (cited by Parl for another 
end) hath this paſsage In his awmunie ver, 206, & 208,

Whereas the dew 
diftilliogs of-rhin Clouds : properly makes; the Rain-bow to appeary an 
cherefore is it ther many titnes afrer a great April ſhowre, in.the thin Reli- 
ques, when the aire is filled with moiſt yvapours, theſe Rain-bows have 
appeared with their horpes or ends terminating ina yally, and 2 greac bill 
behind rhern, as ohce 1gbſerved near the River Tins in Northamberland.

In the like manner; the infinitely wiſe God may pleaſe to inſcribe or im- 
pole a poſitive inftirution of his own, upon thoſe very materialls, which 
from themſelves do yeild ſome natural refleion upen the things which 
chey typihe by divine ordination : whereby theyare indeed elevated to a 
more ample and ſignificant honour, As for examplezin the Levicical Law, 
(a) byſop thar is ot an abſterfive and mundative nature, was uſed in the 
caic of Leprofie. Nay, ir is noted by Dreſcorides, and his Commencator (#) © erneli.

Furthermore, when the divine Majeſly hath expreſly declared in Scrip- 
ture ſuch a perſon, ſuch an edifice, ſuch an urenfi] to rake upon it the habic 
of a Type,and hath infſticuced and appointed it ro Commemorate ſome (pi- 
ricual 200d thing in che Goſpel: Then may we it general accept of chis 
for a late guide in our procedure to the more particular parts of ſuch a 
oreat Type , anddeſcend farther ro enquire out the Analogy and propor- 
tion, to and with the Goſpel-ſubFance held forth inthem: So be ir, the 
inquiry be managed wich great ſobriecy, bumilicy, ciccamſpeRiop, and mo- 
deration, 

Prom what precedes we may likewiſe inferr, that as to thoſe types which 
Gonifie upon no ocher account then is bias @yeNayiocs, by divine choice 
and decifion - it is the ſafeſt way and molt commendabie to interprer them, 
only by what divine Revelations are extanc in Scripture, looking direly 
uponthem., As when the Corner ſtone of the Temple is applyed co Chriſt, 
orthe beaten piece of Gold that was the cover of the ſacred Cheſt in the 
Oracle, called che Merey-feat ; 1s appliedto Chrifis m: diator-ſhip, and 
the like, Whereas in thoſe Types, which have any Analogical harmony 
parurally interceding berwixr chem and their reſpeRive Antitypes, in 
joynt Connexion with Gods divine inflicution, ſome more libercy of am- 
pliation may be tolerably allowed : ſo be ir, they be handled wich grear 
diligence , accurate care, and ſubmiſſive inquiries inco the nacures of ſuch 
typicall chings, and their correſpondents inthe Goſpel, according to all 
their views and habitudes; with a choiſe reſpe&t bad to the Orthedxoy of 
Faith, the Canon of the Scripture, and che Concurrent Judgmenc (in the 
main) of the grave and learned luminaries of che Church of Chrilt, ; 

Some perions have bin very apt ro givea plenary indulgence to their 
own private fancies, ard then to applaud and clap their wings at the chin- 
ſpread iſſue of their own brains, which generally give lircle ſatisfaQion to 
ary, but chemſelyes, It was a failing certainly 1n ſome of the Avtients , 
(ler me ſpeakic, with all modeſty and reverence yet had co their learning 
and firiAneffe of life) as particularly in Origen, Ambroſe, Bede, and others, 
to apply roo particular a (ignification to every nice pantilio of rhe ancient 
Ceremonies, Surely they had Zyncexs his eyes, (\uch as Orpbens in his 
Argonamticks relates bimco have trad, wherewich he could ſee - crofſe 
the Ocean) who in every naile, pin, fone, Raire , knife, por, and al- 
moſt in every fearher of a ſacrificed bird could diſcerne, I know not what 
iravge diftin& and peculiar Myſtery, Ir were far better certainly co re- 
member the Common Canon for expobrion of parables, that rheir ſcope 1s 


mainely to be acrended, and to beraken for our guide, Soin Types the

ſhould be the ſubject of tuch diſcourſes : the lefler particles being appen- 
danc enely ro the Grandeure and pomp of the Temple. Some whereof 
were ordained ( as Par;ſienſis obſerves) for diltinion of the Jews from 
Heathens : as the ſituation of the Oracle at the welt end of the Temple, ro 
diſtinguiſh chem from the Fanes of the Lybians, Aſſyrians, vEgyprians, and 
generally of all Heathens, which looked roward the (a) Eaft, Other parts 
were appointed to carry on and hold forth a general harmony : others for 
the preſervation of the torme and Oeconomy ot the Jewiſh worſhip ; So 
chat ſome onely, and they rhe chiefeſt and greateſt materials did hinc at ſpi- 
ricual good things, in a particular manner, 

I ſhall nor-rherefore be peremprory io any thing, but in that which 
Scripture it ſelt doth direRly lead ro, As for others, which hold onely 
ſome Analogy with the greater, being as ſeveral parrs and parcels of them, 
the intrerpecation whereof may be founced upon common conſequences 
of reaſon, the like rhereto being infirvaced by other fimilicudes in holy 
Ecripture 3 ſuch 1 ſhall with all modeftly and ſubmiſſion propele 
to the conſideration of learned and ingenuous perfons,not valuing the fick 
and moroſe cavils of illiterate and ſordid Tempers ; who are like the great 
boafter in (6) A, Gellizs thar defamed all the ſober perſons tn Greece and 
Icaly,on purpoſe ro extol his own dull apprehenfions : bur was ſeaſonably 
reproved by Herodes Atticus, our of Epiftetws ; where let him behold and 
blufh ar his cenſure, 

Mean while let us conſider, that thoſe Types, which have ſome coun- 
revance from Scripture it ſelf, for their divine afſignation ; bur are not fal- 
ly cleared up out of thoſe (acred pages, and yer ſeem in their own natures 
to bear ſome reſemblance to, and hold ſome proportion with the thing 
ſignified : Satis eft (ſaies (c) Calovins) ſr detwr convementia, in qud T4tie Typs 
ſalveter, 1r's ſufficient, if chere be ſuch au agreement; as whereby the for- 
maliry of a Type may be preſerved. 

The Types ef old were the ſhells; the typified marter, the ſweee ker- 
nel wichin, So that as the faſhion of the kernel is wichin,ſuch is the external 
forme of the ſhell without , and accerdingly we find ir to have bin fo in 
Typcs. 

The ancient Types are frequently compared co ſhadows : The Typified 
things then are the bodies from whence theſe ſhadows were projected or 
ca(t,So that the Type is hinted by this fimilitude;to have bin far inferiour ro 
che body er ſubliance from whence ic was derived : and yer herein we may 
find ſome dark fimilicude and reſemblance of that body, whereof ic was a 
ſhadow. For look, even as aſhadow gives the ſhape of a body ſometimes 
in equal 247! erm according to the poſition of the light, by means of 
which ,che ſhadow repreſencs the intercepting body : So did the Types 
wry chem admirably delineate and effgiate che ſhape of ſpiricuall 
things, 

Beldes » ſhadows which attend upon bodies, ſhew forth their 
motions, either progreſſive, or retrograde, the inclining of the whole, 
or the flexore of any member according co the various poſtures 
of the body ic ſelf; or elſe are increaſed and diminiſhed according 
ro the various height of the luminary. In like manner ſeeing Chriſt our 
mediatour is the glorious ſabſtance of both Law and Goſpel, we may ob- 
ſerve thatin the Law his back was upon the Jews; Meſes being admitted 
ro behold the (4) back-parrs of God only, ftanding in the dark and opaceus 
ſhadow of the Ceremonies : whereas in the Goipel we Rand before the 
(e) face of Chriſt; the light of che knowledge of the glory of God ſhining 
upon 
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up>n him diceXAly, an4 from his face up3n us by refl:Ri9n, we being 
now removed from behin4 Chcilt our of thoſe ancient ſhidows, Our 
bleſſed Lord the Sun of righceoulne(ſe bzyan to ariſe in the Protevangelinm, 
or chat ancient promile given toccthro Adamin Paradiie, an4daily roſe 
higher anJ higher in more clear emanarions 0: tight upon the hearts ofthe 
Patriarch in tuller pro nies of his cominz, cill ac lait hz aſcended up to 
the Fat mizcidian when he appeared-incacoace upon the earch, and accor- 
diogly as the rims drev nigher co his apparicion inthe world in humane 
flz(h, ſo the-(hiadows bzgin mure and more to decreale, and che appre- 
hen\ons of hi; incarnition co be more fully cleared up co their underitan- 
ding, Even as the higher che nacural Sun gers cowards the appointed eleva- 
tion in his noone time glory: ſo do the thadows of all bodies decreaſe in 
their taruce, . 

Moreover the nearer they ate in their poſition ro the illuminating body, 
the more itrongly and brightly ace they irradiated according to that The- 
oreme of Vitelio, Omne corpus umbroſnm puntto lumineſo propinquius , 
illummnatur ab ills punito fortins corpore plus diſtante, Optic.l,2,Theor,22, 
Fucrchermore,in this reſemblance of Types to ſhadows,if we obſerve the 
firuation of the groſle and dark body,we find the ſhadows ſomzrimes caſt ab 
ante.before,and lometimes 4 parte poitic4,behind: when the body is fixed and 
the luminary moveable. In like manner we may ſpeak allufively of the Jews, 
as of old tandin2 in the ſhadow that was calt A behind che Lord ot glo- 
ry;we likewiſe have ſome ſhadows,bur they are caſt ab axte, from before his 
face as he 1s moving forward in his Kingdom of grace: ſuch are the two Sa- 
craments.For we behold his face in ſome meaſure, refle&ing on the are of 
his incarnation,though palely repreſented in the laver of bapti[me,and rud- 
dily in the wine of His ſupper. The glory of his Divinity and Myſtical head- 
ſhip in heaven,lends us 3 ſhadow ot his meritorious work in the Sacramen- 
ral repreſentations of his ſufferings, by the Symbols of his body and blood, 
For in thele Goſpel daies there doth rarely or never app2ar any (4) ſhadow (a) Placay; 
of the Lord Jeſus wichour and apart from his Myſtical body the Church, |, Typ. p.8$ 
Theretore 15 ic that we read of bleſſed Pani, (b) forgertivg tho'e things / bY Phi A y 
hat are behind inthe ancient ſhadows, and reaching forth ro the things, \ x ; 
the deep things of che Goſpel that were before him in grace, and above © 
him in heaven, 
In all Types there is ſome obſcurity, even as the proper notion of ſha- 
dows lies in the abſence of light from the place obl[cured,by the interpohng 
and eclipling body : wherefore the greater diligence is to be given in exa- 

mining the various parts of the ſhadow, with the lines of incidence as they 
fall from che ſub(tance chac incercepts the light, 

Moreover, it is nor extraneous to our purpoſe to obſerve that one and-- 
che ſame body, may give forth many ſhadows varying in theic appearance 
according to the diftering polures of ics own parts, or of che who!e body 
in general, at differevrt times ; or elſe 1n reſpect co the various aſpeR of-rhe 
Luminaty, in its different alcitudes, or as the raies may be more or leſſe 

refraed by the copioulneſ(s or the tenuity of vapours: In like manner;there | 
may be various Types of the ſame ſpiritual (4) ſubſtance, which is Chritt, (c) Cel, 2, 
There may be ſeveral rounds in the Typical ladder, by which we aſcend 17, , 
up into the knowledg of our Lord in theGoſpel-firmament: which doth far 
franſcen] and ſurpaſle all che ancient ſhadows of him in theLaw, Where- 
fore aSin all fimilicudes there is ſome difſopancy or diſagreement from 
the things which they ſhadow forrh,to excuſe rhem trom idenricy : So here, 
we (hall find great diſpreportions and diffimilicudes, wherein rhe Eyange- 
lical ſubſtance doch far out- bid che legal ſhadows, 
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/ That we may proceed then Methoedically in the examination of theſe 
ancient ſhadows, (to tar forth, as concerns the Temple, the proper ſubje& 
of this Treati'e : Ir being nor the detigne of this work it hand, to launch 
forth inco the vaſt Ocean of all the Moſaical and old Teſtament Types) I 
fhall firſt prove from holy Scripture, that the Legal Ceremonies wege ſha- 
dows of Evangelicaltruths, and afrerward creat in ſome meaſure about the 
merhod and manner of nr enquiries into theſe deep Mytteries, laying 
down lome Canons or rules, as the Baſis or foundation of cur progreſle.

tormer reflected upon the Judicial, rhe next upon the Ceremonial, the 
latt upon che Morall Ordinances enjoyned by 2oſes from God: Bur whe* 
ther more judicioufly then acurely, I thall reterre to others. 
Secing then the ancient Ceremonies are Metaphorically termed ſhadows, 
ic 15 requiſice to have (ome light, even to compare them with the body 
from which rhey are cat, as ic is oblerved by (f) Alhezen | Xmbra perci- (f) Optic.l, 
pitur 6 lucis unius abſent i, altering mn_ chac ſhadows are diſcerned by 2. Theor,57, 
che ablence of one light and the preience of anocher, The dire&tRaycs of y,6;. Edt, 
the Suns body are abient from rhe place darkned, by the interpoſing body: Bf! 
bu che Circurambienc aire that isilluminated with other Rayes of light, 
helps us ro dilcerne the (hadow, In whih ſen(e, give us leave to compare 
at pre/enc, the Ceremonies to the ſhadows, the Goſpel ro the ſubſtance, 
and Chritt co the luminary, and then divine Revelation inlightning the 
Churches horiz.9n helps our eyes todiſcetn thoſe ancient ſhadows, which 
proceed likewi(e from him whois both (g ) :ighr and ruth s whom we (2) Job.s, 
diicerne refra&ted in the Liw, by a ray of refle&tion in the Go'pel, but by 7"; 
a dire& beames when we come to behold him (+) face to face. Gb) I Cor, 
Furthermore, as a ſhadow doth bur in a dark and obſcure manne: re- 
preſent onely the ext-rnall ferm or ſhape of a man, with head, armes 
legs, and che crunk'of his body in an erect poſture, helping us only ro di- 
Ripguiſh 1: from the figure of a beaſt ora cree, 8&c, So did che Law in a 
dark and obſcure manner hint out the excellencies of the Goſpel, and the 
fieare and ſhape of our Lord in ſpecial. But when a man hath his repre- 
ſemation given forth in a more lively way by a piture, we then know it 
c© be che Icon of ſuch a particular perſon, whoſe fearure we are well ac- 
quainced wich, Or yer more fully by a glafle refleQivg his very face upon 
ns, Oc mo compleatly and ablolutely by a carved Image, or a Statue of 
marble or braſſe, wherein he is modelled, nor only according to the crue 
fieare of his face, and the exaQ proportion of his limbs, bur alſo che bulk, 
craſſicude, and dimenſions of every member, In ſuch a manner doth 
the Go(pel expreſſe the Lord Jeſus to his beloved Churci, even like a 
piure drawn to the life, like an Tar]ewv, or looking glaſſe, like an Image 
perie&ly ſuired and ſymmerrically corre pondent to 1ts lively prototype. 
Inſamuch, that when the day break of the Goſpel began to appear ; then 
did the ancient Jewiſh (5) ſhadows flee away, as the Spouſe doth joyfully (7) Cant.2; 
expreſle ir ar the approach of her endeared Lord and Saviour, While che 17, & 4) 6, 
Church of God was confined to families, ſhe walked in the light of the *? 
ſeven Srarrs only : 1 meanche 7 precepts (cemmonly (o called) of Neeb; 
and now and then enjoyed ſome created Starrs of reyealed promiles 
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concerning the Meſſiah, Bur when increaledco the dimenhons of a Na- 
tion, ſhe was a little more illuminated with che Jewiſh Moons. Ar lengrh 
the glorious light of heaven, the Lord our rightcouſnefſe, did ariſe wich 
healing under his wings, and ſhined over the walls of Bethlebers ; irradia- 
ting the people of Jewry, who before fare in () darknefle, and the Gen- 
tiles a farre off, that walked ip the ſhadow of death, Who now do with 
open face beholdas in a (6) glafſe the glory of the Lord, and are become 
the (c) Epiltle of Chriſt wricten [iyſeyeguw#n] or depicted by the ſpirit. of 
the living God. in the fleſhy Tables of the heart : Nay, ina word they do 
bear or let forth in open view the very (d) image of the heavenly Adaw, 
The period of all the ancient Ceremonies being fixed by our Lord upon 
the Grofle,when be ſaid,(e) IT IS FINISHED. They wereintombed in his 
orave, and the ſeal ofthe belt (f) council thar ever was, impreſſed upon 
the fione which was laid on che mouch of the Sepulchre, and afterwards 
confirmed by the (g) ancient Fathers, and all the Chriſtian worthies of the 
Church in their ſeveral generations, 

By theſe and many other teftimonies, the grounds of our former affer- 
tion may be evidencly perceived , viz, That Goſpel truchs were of old 
typined by the Jewiſh Ceremonies, Concerning the divine meaning 
whereof, I ſhall endeaveur to inquire with all ſobriety, according to chele 
ſucceeding Rules or Canons, which contain che (econd ching propoſed 
for our diicourſe,by way of incroduRtion to the main defigp, The hincs of 
ſomethings therein contained, I do thankfully acknowledge, as infinuaced 
by the learned Placew in the fore-cenched place. 

The firſt rule theo, fer the finding out the nature of Types,or for the Ex- 
amination of (ch, as are generally ſuppoſed ro be (o, is this: Thar when 
Scripture it ſelf doth expreſly pronounce and conſequently derermine ſuch 
a perſon or thing under the old Law ,to be a Type, ſigne, or ſhadow of ſome 
Goſpel-rruth; Then are we ſafe and free from error, and may proceed 
with com'or: in our way towards the Temple, having the unercing con- 
du3 of the holy Spirit. : 

Secondly, when any perſon or matter in the old Teſtament is accom- 
modared ro ſome ſpiritual ſubjeR, in way of Airong allufion by the pen-men 
of the new Teftament : then may we ſafely conclude (eſpecially if the al- 
lofion be frequent ) that there was ſomerhing Typically deſigned in char 
thing: by the (picic of God inthe old Teſtament : although che Scripruce 
do notinſo many terms or words ſer down, that this of che Goſpel is the 
antirype of che other in the Law, 

Third 'y, when there can be none or ſmall (arisfaRion given in poinc 
of reaſon for the exhibition of, or the narcation had concerving ſuch or 
ſuch a piece under rhe old Teſtament : bar what razy be more clearly eyin- 
ced and deduced from the Myſtical fgnificatien of ics Typical nature, in 
Relation to an Evangelical objeR : which being once hinted, the under- 
Randing of a ſober inquirer begins ro have brigbe & (atisfaRory apprehen- 
fions, concerning the imtendment of ſuch a relation and che truth laid y 
in it: Then may ſuch athing, p——_ with ſuch good prebabilicy, (I 
hope) without any neceſſity of a cemſure;be conſtrued under the nature and 
nocion of a Type. 

Fourthly, when chere proves ſome admirable Analogy or Proportion, 
either Moral, Hiſtorical , Phyſical, or Theological, interceding betwixe 
two things, deeply ſuſpeRed by che generalicy of the Learned and Holy, 
all along fince the rime of Chriſt co have a mucual relation of T pical con- 
cernment between them ; one whereof is mentioned in the old, the other 
inthe ney Teftament, with ſome light glance coward that ip the old: 

I hope 
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Ihope we may chen allo, io it be with due moderation, not tearing rigid 
alter1\ms in che margin, give co ſuch an ancient perſon or ching the 
name of a Type: eipecially Gnce grave and ſober men in ſeveral ages, 
have cat in cheir concurrence teſtimony into that incerpreration, 

Fitthly, When there is ſome excellent attribute aicribed to a perſon of 
matter under the old Law : which according to the meet hiſtory or bare 
letter of its relation, cannot cither natively or tropically, find any clear 
conveniency or agreement With it:bur yerwill molt properly and pectinen- 
ly becoincident wich ſome ſpiricual perſon or cruch 10 the new Teſtament , 
when ic is explained and opened, as for example, The Throne of Sols- 
mox is promiled to be eternal: which did neicher agree with Solomon perio- 
nally, nor his poſterity ; rhey being caſt our of che Royal ſeat above 2000 
years agO: So that ir cannot be applied to So/omzon but Typically as beivg a 
peaceable King for a great while ; but co Jeſus Chriſt onely really of whoſe 
(4) kingdome there (hall be noend, Inchis cale there will be no need 
to write, Type, over the head of ſuch a thine; the matcer is ob:ious and 
clear enough, chat we may withour hefitation inſert it among the reſt of 
irs kindred, | 

Sixthly and Laſtly, When the holy Scripture doth plainly nominate 
ſome noble or lacred perſon of old : or ſome grand material of the Ta- 
bernacle or Temple, as Typically tignificanc of divine perſons, or things 
under the n:w Teſtament: we inay chen proceed to inquire into the par- 
ticular actions of fuch perions, eſpecially ſuch as were of publick concern- 
ment: or into the various parcels and pieces, inſcriptions, ornaments, 
or other appendixes of ſuch grand material ; whether or no there may 
nor be found in them (ome conſanguinicy, wich the more large and ſamp- 
tnous utenGll, and whether according to irs dzgree and quality, it may nor 
bear an harmonious part inthe contorr of Typical mufick : or whether the 
bioed-Royal of a Type may not runne in the Capillary veins of leſſer imple- 
ments, as flowing our ofthe ven cava of the larger pieces of the Temple, 
For, unlefſe ſuch a (maller marerial be admitced ro commence the degree 
of a Type; (eſpecially when (ome Goſpel cruch may properly and wichouc 
raining be applyed ro itzin concomitancy with the greater) chere may pol- 
fibly appear ſome chaſm or widening deficiency in the main material ; co 
be challenged by the capcious for a blemiſh, and imperfeRion in the de- 
figament ot ic, for a typical hgnification of ſpiritual marcers, 

Yer herein, it is not my intention to be critically and anxiouſly :nquiſi- 
tive, intoevery minute and inconhiderable particle, pryipg through the 
microſcope of fancy into the knop of every ſpoon, the fathion of che 
laughter knives, che thickneſſe ef each cauldron, the ficuation of each 
veſſe}, or the cubiral dimenſions of each material, as if fome rare Myltery 
were laid up in their numbecs: In which R:bers, and ſome ochers, are 
too curious in finding our Myſteries, where moſt probably none were 
intended, and dividing molt ſubtlely (&5 xuxurorgire) their ſmall cummin 
into nice portions, ſhewing themlſelves'(it I may (o ſpeak) to be ov rmuch 
wile, in the phraſe of Se/eomen, { had rather conſider thole leffer parts 
(nt Typo miniſtrantia) as only ſubſervienc ro the main Type, as (5) Dr. 
Rivet conceives in his expolition upan Moſes his Tabernacle. 

As to the work then in hand I ſhall in the fic place implore the di- 
Yige aid of heaven, and rhe aſlilting preſence of che holy ſpiric, in the i1- 
lumination of my mind, by the Lamps of che SanRuary, and beg thar my 
eye-fight may be waſhed and cleanied with thoſe waters thar iſſue from 
ugder the (c) chreſhold of the ſacred Temple ; That he who beareth che

plications with the preceding Canons, and the opinions of learned Di- 
vines both ancient and modern-: to wholeapprehenſions I freely and huai- 
bly ſubmic my ſelf, Fourthly, I ſhall crave leave to acquaint my ingenuous 
Reader, that it is not the defigne of this work to enlarge moſt amply upon 
all the (ignificanc parts ot the Temple ; much lefle upon all the ancient 
Types and Ceremonies, they beiog a ſubje& marrecr fit tor perſons of deeper 
inſight and knowledg then | have arrived to.Who having bin much intrezred 
by a neer Relation, (ſomewhat concerned in this peice as at whole coſt all 
the figures were cutin brafſe) ro contrive one Chapter concerning the 
Temple-Mylteries : | was in a good meaſure unwillingly drawn to this 
work in particular, as indeed to the whole by a ſtrange over-raling Proyi- 
dence, as may poffibly ſomewhat more appear in the prefixed Epillle, 
Wherefore I humb'y and moſt eaxneftly entrear che kind interpretation of 
my poor labours,& the paſſing over my weakneſſes by all learned and ſober 
perions : hoping that this ſo thin and lender av Eſſay may quicken and in»

on the ſecond day, even ſo within the compaſle of the ſecond interval of 
a thouſand years, the great overfloying deluge covered the face of the 
Earth, In like manner, a$the toncth day produced che g!orious lutmina- 
ries : Sowichin the compaſle of the 4:h interval of a 1000d years, did 
Chriſtrhe (6) Syn of Rightequitefſe ariſe in the world; and &s Chugeh (6) 24a. 4.

So chae this Tenore 
and poſlefſion proceeds from the free gift of Chriftian Magiſtrates, who ſeeing 
a neceſſicy of maintaining a godly, learned, and painful Miniſtry, though ix 
the bigbeft prudence to fix opon ſome ſerled rate and portion annually to be 
afligned over to that uſe and behoof ; who becauſe of the example of the an- 
cient Patriarchs before the Law, and the command and infticution of God un- 
der che Law, thought no courſe conld be' better taken, then to follow thoſe 
leading examples, and not to give either an eighth, or ninth, or a twelfth, or 
ewentieth part of their eſtates, but a tenth, which hath ſince been confirmed 
by manifold Acts and Decrees of ſucceſfive Parliaments of this Nation, both 
before and fince the Reformation.
